An Institution 


for This State. 


Senator Gamble, of South Dakota, 


has introduced a bill to establish in 
each of the mineral States and Ter- 
ritories a mining experiment station 
under the supervision of the Secretary 
of the Treasury. 
At each station is 


to be apointed an expert geologist at 
$3000 per annum, and one chemist at 
$2000, while an allowance of $5000 is 
made for establishing, and equipping 
and maintaining each of 
these sta- 


tions. 


It shall be the duty of the geologist 


and chemist provided for by this act 
to receive for assay or analysis all rock, 
cement, olay or other mineral-bearing 
substance that may be brought to them 
by any citizen, of Jhe United States, 
and make proper classification or assay 
of each sample for the purpose of as- 
certaining- the exact amount of gold, 
cinnibaj-, silver, copper, wolfram, tin, 
or any other metal or mineral known 
for its value, and to furnish at a nom- 
inal charge to each depositor a full 
assay and analysis, showing the qual- 
ity and .quantity of every mineral found 
in samples submitted. 


Permanent Institution.

neted a goodly sum for the public 
schools, but had provided amusemeni 
and Instruction for the people of this 
city.

But this war talk is all balderdash. 
Emperor 


William has talked foolishly at times but has acted 
foolishly rarely. The impression that he holds war 
lightly is absolutely untrue. 
His whole record 


proves the contrary. Germany, geographically, is 
more exposed to danger than any country in Eu- 
rope. The Kmperor knows this and is anxious to 
preserve peace with everybody. He maintains an 
immense army but he has been studiously courte- 
ous to the countries with which he miglit easily be 
at odds. Besides. Emperor William can no more 
declare war of his own volition than can Poultney 
Bigelow or Senator Lodge. His powers are limited 
by the constitution, by the Bundesrath and the rep- 
resentatives of the twenty odd soverign States of 
Germany without whose concent, no war can be 
declared by the German parliment. 


The Emperor himself is a man of ideas. 
He 


wants friends, not foes. 
His request to the Presi- 


dent to allow Miss Roosevelt to christen his yacht 
was more than nn ordinary international courtesy. 
It was a most significant political peace-offering. In 
making that request and sending his only brother, 
Prince Henry, to this country the Emperor extends 
the right hnnd of fellowship to the United States. 
Twenty-live years ago such an act would have been 
laughed at in all the courts of Europe. Now there 
is not a soverign who is not envious of the Kaiser's 
bold and brilliant thought and jealous of our hearty 
acceptance. In reality the act is a recognition, 
straight out, in the eyes of all the world, of the new 
greatness of the United States, of our new rank, 
our new power nnd our new influence.

Soon Be Swept 
from the Map. 


A three-column illustrated article in 
he San Francisco Chronicle of yes- 
erday gives the most deflnite news 
hat has yet been published relating 
o the deplorable, but necessary, de- 
traction, of Wadsworth, the second 
own of importance in this county and 
he fourth in point at population in 
he State. The downfall of the rail- 
oad town to the eastward means the 
.deling of fifteen hundred more people 


f> the population of this city with- 
n the present year and the succeeding 
>ne. While this is a matter of muni- 
cipal congratulation the people of Reno 
are heartily sorry for their neighbors 
who will suffer pecuniary loss by the 
change and be compelled to abandon 
he homes upon which they have spent 
the laboc of years and around which 
iluster many happy memories. 


The change will make of Reno a 


.own of great importance, all that has 
hitherto been lacking for rapid prog- 
ivss was the fact that this was but an 
incidental station along the line of the 
great line of railroad. 


The Chronicle story is too long to 


be republiahed in toto, but the follow- 
ing- is the gist of the article: 


It is this big and costly Improvement 


that threatens the existence of Wads- 
worth, for the new line will pass two 
miles to the southward of the present 
town, and the railroad 
company is 


planning- to change the division ter- 
minal from Wadsworth to Reno, and 
remove the Wadsworth shops to that 
place. 


Officials in the general office of the 


Southern Pacific display no hesitancy 
in admitting: that the improvements 
now in progress wilt leave Wadsworth 
t\vo miles or more away from the fu- 
ture main line of the Central Pacific 
and that the railroad shops will be re-

the company. The new Hne, It Is ex- 
plained, will leave the present main 
line gome miles to the westward of 
Wadsworth and follow a more advan- 
tageous route to the southward of the 
Truekee river. 
The present line is 


north of the river. 


Wadsworth is at present the junc- 


tion point, of the Sacramento and Salt 
Lake divisions and there are located 
the division roundhouse, ear repair 
shops and machine shops. As a div- 
ision terminal it has grown into a town 
of considerable proportions since the 
Centra! Pacific was first opened for 
traffic, which event marked the dawn 
of its existence. 
The census of 1900 


gives It a population 1309, and the en- 
tire population, directly or indirectly, 
owes Its living to the railroad. 


Thus the town Is entirely dependent 


upon the railroad for its very existence, 
and when the community is denuded of 
its population of railroad employes, as 
it will be when the shops are removed 
to Reno and Reno becomes the division 
terminal, Wadsworth will be deprived 
of its only excuse for existence. 
The 


tradesmen, saloon -keepers and others 
who have lived prosperously on the 
patronage of the railroad employes will, 
is goes without saying, join In the gen- 
eral hegiru from Wadaworth. 


All the people of Wadsworth, except 


those in the railroad's employ and^ their 
families, are much concerned about the 
impending fate of the now prosperous 
community. The .railroad employes, It 
is learned, have been given to under- 
static! that they- will not suffer any loss 
through the deterioration of realty val- 
ues. The Southern Pacific has acquir- 
ed a tract of 120 acres of land in the 
eastern outskirts of Reno, of which 
forty acres were purchased or trans- 
ferred on Monday of this week.

by other purchases until ttite company 
has a sufficient acreage for its new 
railroad yards, shops and building sites 
for those of Its employes who will soon 
be compelled to abandon their homes 
in Wadsworth.

An offi- 
cial announcement that the entire popu- 
lation of Wadsworth would move into 
Reno and that the division shops would 
be established at that point would have 
provoked a boom in real estate not en- 
tirely to the railroad company's liking. 
In spite of the secretive methods of 
'the company, however, a. few people, 
who apparently had better information 
than the majority of Reno's residents, 
are reported to have made big invest- 
ments in Reno real estate during the 
last few months, with prospects of 
profiting greatly in the little boom that 
it now breaking "out in the town. 


An official of the operating depart- 


ment of the Southern Pacific, in speak- 
ing of the matter yesterday declared 
that it could not be said with any de- 
gre of certainty when the Wadsworth 
shops would be 
removed 
to Reno. 


"They will be moved there eventually," 
he said, "because that is the place for 
them. 
In the meantime things will 


run along smoothly as at present. It 
will be some time before the Wads- 
worth cut-off is completed, and after 
the new line Is finished'and in opera- 
tion we shall not abandon all of the 
old track.
